Postmaster Lytle of the Decatur office

But 
according to the Teller, the jury was 
averse to finding the defendant guilty 
and in their verdict recommended that 
mercy be shown by the court on passing 
sentence. On December 30 the judge de- 
ferred sentencing the prisoner until Jan- 
uary 6th, on which day he had Hibbs 
brought before him. The defendant 
made a talk directed chiefly to the de- 
tective who captured him in Canada, nnd 
then the court gave Hibbs five years at 
hard labor in the penitentiary ttt Boise 
City, Idaho. Hibba euchered the govern- 
ment out of about 823,0(10, nnd would 
have escaped conviction but for the doc- 
umentary evidence of the convict's guilt 
secured from the Decatur bnnk by Post- 
master Ijytle, which papers wore tlio 
foundation of the 
forgery charge on 


which his extradition was broiight about.

on Sidewalks—A Trackman Who was 
• Swell— Cnrlous People In Big Cities. 
Some Queer Restaurants.

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—The stranger in New 


York is almost always impressed early and 
forcibly by the number of boxes and bale* of 
goods blocking the sidewalks, and the num- 
berless skids over which he is constantly 
forced to climb when out walking. And 
though he will, no doubt, admire the imperial 
bigness of the metropolis, he will be sure to 
compare this state of the sidewalks in the 
largest city of the continent with their con- 
dition in other cities, and Invariably to the 
tetters' credit. Then, if he be of an inquiring 
turn of mind, he will try to discover the whys 
and the wherefores of this difference, and of 
course will at first attribute it to lax admin- 
istration on tho part of the street department. 
But the real reason is this: there are prac- 
tically no alleys in New York—that is in 
lower New York—the busiest part of the 
city. 


This being the case, it is, of, course, out of 


the question for truckmen to dump their 
goods anywhere but on tho sidewalks, and 
equally impossible for them to receive loads 
anywhere but on the streets. Skids are a 
necessity in the taking on of heavy loads, and 
if the loading is done on the streets, they 
must bo laid across the sidewalks. 


It is this same lack of alleys that causes 


many of tho street blockades that are such an 
annoyance, and induce so much and such, 
variegated profanity on the part of drivers 
und pedestrians. If a truckman who is bis 
own master, and whose compensation there- 
fore depends upon the number of loads he 
hauls a day, can bear these jams without los- 
ing

position.

boi cute prices: Uoost beef, B cents; bread, 
butter and potatoes, 5 cents; cup of codec, 
2 cents; a meal for 13 cents, which, if tho 
stylo and rpiality were a trille better, would 
cost 40. Eight cents buys a very fair break- 
fast, while for a dime n man may regale him- 
self with a supper lit for the (gallery) gods. 
The proprietors of these shanties make money, 
too. 1 was told the other day of a negro who 
lives up town in comparative elegance from 
tbe income of four of these box car restaurants.
